and stoi ped tho Korr supports follow¬ing, thus cutting off ElofT's retreat,while the town supports Btopped hlafurther advance. His force got divided
in the darkness and a strong party was
placed between them, completely Bur-
roundlng them. Fighting continued all
day long.
